The informant was also 
aware that’on\hine 7 aid 8, 1945, LOGAN telephoned a Mr. PHILIPS, whose 
telephone number in New York City was Penn. 64641, for the purpose of 
ascertaining when she would be able to leave for New York. Her departure 
from Los Angeles was delayed because she was unable to get a priority from 
the branch of the Army service handling the transportation of 0.8.0 
entertainers, LOGAN was interested in leaving as soon as possible on the 
US 0, tour and preferred to go to the Huropean Theater of Operations, but 
stated that 1f she could not leave on such a tour soon after arriving in 
New York she would be willing to leave for the India or China theater, and she 
was willing to go to any theater in order to at least be on her way. Her 
preference however, was to visit Germany first for approximately six or 
eight weeks, then proceed to India, China and the South Pacific and return 
home. She was willing to be gone in all about eight months. Her chief reason 
for wishing to leave immediately was that she had offers for musicai comedy 
assignments 1n this country which she could not continue to turn down, but 
she preferred to entertain the troops overseas 


Confidential Informant T-4 turnished the anformation that 
LOGAN intended after leaving New York to firat visit Scotiand and to see her 
mother who 15 living in Scotland, before proceeding to Europe ‘To this same 
informant she expressed her intention to attapt to go td Russia if her enter- 
tainment scheaule permtted, and stated that she hoped to meet officials of 


whe 
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the Red Army The informant haa noted that LOGAN has in her home newspaper 
articles praising Miss LOGAN and referring to her meeting with Russian Army 
officials, It is belreved that the newspaper articles referrea to actually 
consists of an article 1m the magazine "Soviet Russia Toaay", which will 
be referred to later in this report The informant was of the opinion that 
the subject was for the Russians "one hundred per cent", that she believed 
STALIN was a very great man, and that the American people had not believed 
that the Russians would be able to defend themselves against the Nazis, but 
the Russians had "shown them". In her conversation with tne informant LOGAN 
was vehement in her hatred of the Nazis, and from her general conversations 
the informant was convanced LOGAN 1s a Communist. 


On dune 12, 1945 Confidentaal Informant T-5 advised that a 
priority had been authorized by, the Army for LOGAN'S passage by plane to 
New York City, leaving Los Angeles on June 12th A priority was also 
authorized for FALVIUSRRAPIIE who was to accompany LOGAN to New York.

Confidential Informant T-2 previously advised that one 


At the time of LOGAN'S departure Confidential Informant 
T+6 furnished the information that she carried in her luggage a letter in 
the German language on the stationery of OTTO_E . SCHRATTER, dated June 3, 
1945. The letter was contained in an unsealed, unstamped envelope addressed 
to Mrs MARIA SCHRATTER, Austanstrasse 103, St. Poelten-Vrehofen, Austria. 
A translation of the letter 1s as follows 


"Dear Mama, 1% has already been two years since we have heard

one This photograph was furnished by letter to the Bureau for 
examination to determine 1f it contained any message in code and for 
comparison of the typewrating with known and unknown espionage writings 
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OTTO E \SQURATTER, believed to be identical with the wrater 
of the above letter; 1s, according to Confidential Informant T-7, the brother- 
in-law of HENDRIK ARMDOR EN. The files of the Los Angeles Field Division 
indicate that WESTEN was ‘the subject of a previous investigation in thé New 
York Field Division, however, T-7 believed that SCHRATTER was loyal to the 
United States and though he was a Gerran alien he had never, discovered anything 
to indicate that he was disloyal, The informant advised that SCHRATTER had 
taken out his farst citizenship papers and aad not expect to return to his 
native Germany. The informant knew him as a very capable, well-educated and 
highly trained andividual who had had several positions with various djaundry 
concerns in the New York and California area. The files of the Los Angeles 
Field Davision reflect no derogatory information regarding SCHRATTER 


Following LOGAN'S departure from Los Angeles, Confidential 
Informant T-8 furnished the information that LOGAN had in her possession 
while enroute to New York a V-Mail letter addressed to BLLA LOGAN, 12812 
Sunset Boulevard, Brentwood, California. This letter was written on the 
original V-Mail form and had not been photographed, I¢ bore the return 
address of Major NICOLAL G ‘ LEONIDOV, Allied Commssion Hq., APO 594, Care 
of Representative US S.R., PM, New York City, New York, This letter was 
datea February 4, 1945 and was of a personal nature, referring to the social 
acquaintance between LEONIDOV and LOGAN, indicating that they were possibly 
in love with each other. The letter was written in English with numerous 
errors in spelling and reflected that LEONIDOV 1s married and apparently has 
known LOGAN through a previous visit to Rome, Italy. In the letter he requested 
LOGAN to get in touch with him in the neer future In the body of the letter 
mention was made of “your friend DORIS" It as of interest to note that 
although this letter bore two three cent stamps they had never been cancelled, 
indicating that the letter was never sent through the regular mail channels. 
It 18 possible that the letter was delivered to LOGAN at her home in Brentwo od 
by courrer or perhaps sent through the Diplomatic Pouch. On the outside of 


this letter was a notation in English "JOE DX BOURNE, lt. Col, Inf." It is 
of course possible that this was added to the létter subsequent to the 
date on which 21+ was written ‘\

GRegarding the names mentioned in the above V-HMail letter 
forms,!1¢ 1s noted that the March, 1945 issue of the magazine "Soviet Russia 
Today", on page 26, has a full page article entitled "Ella Logan Meets the 
Red Army as told to NATASHA TAKCE". The artacle displays a picture of 
LOGAN in Army camp snow uniform, and im the article LOGAN states that she 
had returned to New York after an overseas tour, during which she spent 
four months in Italy She stated that the greatest and most enjoyable event 
during her stay in Italy was a concert given by Soviet artists Regarding 
this performance the article states "There was MAS REDIT, a tall,handsome 


woman, with a beautiful soprano voice whose idol 1s MARLOK ERSON, and 
ROMAS. D, pianist and they presented a thrilling concert of classical 


Russian msic". The artacle mentions that auring her visit she had dinner 
with Soviet officers and men and was invited to meet the Soviet General 

and his staff. Following this nention of meetang the Soviet General and his 
staff, and without further identification, the article reads "Major LEONIDOV 
told me about his wife and two sons whom he hadn't seen in four years, and 

gave me his cuff links from Stalingrad". The Soviet General was not identified 
un the article but was described as being very tall "taller than MARK <CEARK" 
Tne article reports interviews that LOGAN had with American soldiers who” 
expressed admiration for what the Russians ha done on the eastern front, 

and also included a criticism of WILLIAM WHITE'S book “Report on the 
Russians", LOGAN mentioned in the article that tes YEVSKY who had been 
witn the soviet Vace Consulate 1n New York vefore\joining the Embassy staff in 
Italy acted as interpreter on the occasions when she was with the Russians. 

The article expressed hope for the interchange of artists and shows between 
the United States and Russie after the war, and concluded "and as for me 

after my trip to the Pacific area which I intend making soon, I onlychopeel 
can go to the Soviet Union to entertain the Red Army".

She stated that recently 
the Americen Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) contacted:her regarding references 
made to her in the book "The Red Channels." She inquired whether she should 
give the ACLU the Director's letter to her dated 1-11-50.

Miss Logan claimed she left the cast of "Finnan's Rainbow) in.1946 
because Lee Sabenson, the director, was mistreating four Negroes who were also 
members of the cast, She mentioned that Paul Robeson had attempted to get her to 
rejoin the cast, however, she refused and engaged in an argument with Robeson 
referring to him as a‘'Cadillac Communist,"' She explained that both Robeson

therefore, should be given an opportunity to appear on the program in question, 


. DeLoach told Miss Logan that the Director would, of course, be 
advised of her visit and that we appreciated her frankness in coming in and 
revealing information concerning her activities, It was indicated, however, that 
the Director had established the policy long-ago that the FBI did not evaluate or 
establish clearances for any individual, group, or organization and that very 
frankly it would be violating the firm policies of the organization if her request 
were honored, She was told that her information would be placed in FBI files 
and that in the event requests were received in the future from agencies or 
individuals authorized to receive information from FBI files we would, of course, 
indude such,information as she had furnished, Miss Logan was not disappointed 
with this answer, She stated that she was in sympathy with the mentioned policies; 
that very frankly it was similar to the administrative policies of Buckingham Palace 

‘in England where she had been requested to afar before the Crowned heads of 
England, . She indicated that she had. been given a similar answer when she requested 
permission for certain activities in England from Buckingham Palace, She 
concluded by stating that in the event the Director ever could be of any assistance 
to her in this regard she would. appreciate being notified, She was advised we would

The occasion was presented to specifically ask 
her if she had ever been recruited into the CP or if attempts had been made to 
recruit her into the the Party, She answered both questions. in the negative,
